ST]MMARY

The existing interlocal conffact between Las Vegas Metuopolitan Police Departrnent and

Washoe County SherifPs Office was approved by the Board on January 13, 2015. New
grant funding has been awarded for reimbursement of overtime, training, equipment and

supplies related to lnternet Crimes Against Children (ICAC). The attached amendment to
the Interlocal agreement extends that agreement through June 30, 2016. Total award

amount since the beginning of the agreement (October 201.4) is $130,000.00. For the

second fiscal year, there is a balance of $50,000.00 available. Item was submitted to first
available BCC meeting after receiving it from LVMPD, and all applicable paperwork

was received and processed.

PREVIOUS ACTION

The Board approved the original Interlocal Agreement and $80,000 of year one funding
onJanuary 1,3,2015.

BACKGROT]ND

The Las Vegas Mehopolitan Police Departrnent received grant funds from the U.S.

Departrnent of Justice to be used to reimburse authoized expenses fromNevada law
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enforcement agencies that are designated as affiliate Intemet Crimes Against Children
(ICAC) sites. The WCSO is a designated affiliate site. Funding is utilized by these sites
to prevent interdict or investigate crimes against children by sex offenders using the
internet. LVMPD will reimbwse law enforcement overtime, fravel, and taining for the
investigations and public awareness related to intemet crimes against children as well as
the intemet connection expense forthe ICAC Unit.

WASHOE COUNTY SHERIFF'S OFFICE

WHEREAS, Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department ('LVMPD") and the Washoe County
Board of County Commissioners on Behalf of the Washoe County Sherifl's Office (the "Subrecipient"),
entered into an Interlocal Agreement on December 15,2014 ("Original Agreement"); and

WHEREAS, LVMPD extended the grant expiration date to September 30, 2015, via a letter
consistent with the terms of the origina! Interlocal Agreement Section 6.a; and

WHEREAS, LVMPD has agreed to provide additional FY 14 Internet Crimes Against Children
Continuation grant funds (the "Fundso') to the Subrecipient, such funding to be administered by the
LVMPD (County and Subrecipient referenced collectively as o'the parties"), for support of investigations
related to internet crimes against children (ICAC) as defined in Exhibit "A", "Expenditures Eligible for
Reimbursement"; and

WHEREAS, the Subrecipient intends to use the funds to conduct investigations of child sexual
exploitation; and

WHEREAS, NRS 277.180 permits one or more public agencies to contract with any one or more
public agencies to perform any governmental service, activity or undertaking that any of the public
agencies entering into the contract is authorized to perform by law.

NOW, THEREFORE, in accordance with NRS 277.180 and related regulations, the parties hereto
agree to amend the Interlocal Contract Between the Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department and the
Washoe County Board of County Commissioners on Behalf of the Washoe County SherifPs Office dated
December 15,2014 as follows:

Section I is deleted and replaced as follows: LVMPD shall provide a maximum of
ONEHUNDREDTHIRTYTHOUSAND DOLLARS ($130,000) from Fiscal Year 2014
Internet Crimes Against Children Continuation grant funds to be used for the investigation
of child sexual exploitation.

"September 30, 2015" is deleted from Section 6.a. and replaced with 'oJune 30, 2016."

Exhibit'oA" which is entitled "Attachment 63A" in the Original Agreement is removed and
replaced with Exhibit A attached hereto this agreement amendment and incorporated by
reference.

All other terms and conditions of and exhibits to the agreement dated December 15,2014 remain in
effect.

Requests for reimbursement must be submitted using the LVMPD Quarterly Financial Report
form and shall include copies of paid invoices and appropriate payroll documentation as

applicable. Unless approved by LVMPD, late reports could delay reimbursement.

2. The final Financial Report must be submitted to LVMPD no later than 30 days following the end
of the contract period. Unless approved by LVMPD, late reports could result in non-payment of
final claim.

3. LVMPD retains the right to terminate this contract for cause at any time before completion of the
program when it has determined that the subgrantee has failed to comply with the conditions of
this agreement.

4. Financial management must comply with the requirements of OMB Circulars A-102 or 4-110,
whichever is applicable to your organization.

5. All grant expenditures are to be reasonable and allowable in accordance with OMB Circular A-
21,, A-87 or A-122, whichever is applicable to your organization, and which are incorporated into
this agreement by reference.

6. All grant expenditures are to be made in accordance with the interlocal contract, and within
current DOJ and grant specific guidelines. Modifications must be requested and approved in
advance by submitting an LVMPD Project Change Request form to LVMPD.

'1. Grant revenue and expenditure records must be maintained and made available to the LVMPD for
audit.

Required documentation for the performance of intemal audits must be provided to LVMPD
within 30 days of request. Grant closeout is contingent upon LVMPD audit and resolution of any
discrepancies

The subgrantee agency is required to submit quarterly financial and project activity reports to
LVMPD. Due dates for those reports are as follows:

December 15 - (for reporting period September l- November 30)
March 15 - (for reporting period December I to February 28)
June 15 - (for reporting period March 1 to May 31)
September 15 - (for reporting period June 1 to August 31)

The reports should be completed in accordance with the following format and standards:

Project Activity Report -A narrative status report describing program accomplishments with
respect to meeting stated objectives and completing the projects approved in the allocation of
funding. The subgrantee activities should be reported for the quarter and for the cumulative
period from the grant award date. Report can be done in a memo format.

Quarterly Financial Reports - Complete and submit a Quarterly Financial Report form for all
expenditures funded by the gant. This request will be accompanied by copies of paid invoices
and other documentation required by LVMPD to substantiate the request for reimbursement.

Project Change Request - Grant expenditures are authorized only for purchases and activities
approved by DOJ under the grant application process. Any change in the project scope, needs to
be submitted to LVMPD for submittal to DOJ for approval.

15. Funds granted are to be expended for the purpose set forth in the grant award and in
accordance with dl applicable laws, regulations, policies, and procedures of the State of
Nevada and the applicable federal granting agency.

16. No expenditures will be eligible for compensation if occurring after the term of the interlocal
conftact.
